Meeting  convened  at  10:15  A.M.  with  President  Sullivan  presiding, 

V.P.  Dyson  read  the  Council  Prayer  and  there  was  a  moment  of  silence 
for  the  departed. 

Minutes  of  the  December  19,  1974  meeting  were  accepted  as  written, 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Specific  action  has  been  taken  as  far  as  replacing  Joe  McLaughlin  in 

position  of  labor  liaison  man  for  the  Mass,  Bay  United  Fund.   We  had  a 

discussion  at  Mr.  McLaughlin's  retirement  luncheon  and  a  number  of  labor 

leaders  pointed  out  that  the  South  Middlesex  Council  had  submitted 

Joe  McLaughlin's  name  and  therefore  they  should  fill  this  position. 

The  South  Middlesex  Council  met  Monday  night  and  Arthur  Osborne,  President 
of  IBEW  Local  1505  is  being  proposed  for  the  job  of  labor  liaison  man, 

V.P.  Buffum  made  a  motion  that  the  Mass,  State  Labor  Council  concur  with 
the  action  of  the  South  Middlesex  Central  Labor  Council,   The  motion  was 
seconded  by  V.P,  Dyson  and  so  voted.   V.P.  Prendergast  was  recorded  as 
opposed • 

The  oath  of  office  was  submitted  by  President  Sullivan  to  Michael  Tarallo. 

Pres.  Sullivan  then  read  a  letter  from  Howard  V,  Doyle,  President  of 
Mass.  State  Council  AFSC  &  ME  asking  that  we  advise  our  affiliates,  when 
they  are  negotiating  contracts,  to  include  a  requirement  where  public 
safety  is  a  factor  that  police  officers  be  present. 

V.P.  Ferreira  explained  that  police  officers  who  are  members  of  AFSC  &  ME 
have  refused  to  perform  Special  Details  when  there  is  a  labor  dispute* 
The  Chief  or  Administrator  then  orders  the  people  that  are  on  duty  to  go 
out  and  the  members  are  deprived  of  special  detail  pay.   If  a  contract 
requires  that  you  should  have  some  type  of  protection  by  certified 
police  officers  then  the  members  will  be  exonerated. 

After  a  discussion  among  the  Vice  Presidents  V.P.  Farnham  made  a  motion 
that  was  seconded  that  this  matter  be  tabled  for  a  month  until  the  people 
concerned  have  a  chance  to  get  together  and  we  see  a  draft  of  the  letter 
that  would  go  to  the  affiliates.   So  voted  with  VeP,  Ferreira  being 
recorded  in  opposition. 
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President  Sullivan  said  that  the  Executive  Officers  will  meet  with 
Howard  Doyle  to  discuss  this  matter  a.u  "  'ira.ft  a  letter  e   A  copy  of 
the  letter  will  be  sent  to  the  Vice  P::;3»idents  for  their  consideration 
and  edification.   We  will  also  ask  what  criticism  they  have  so  that 
next  time  we  meet  we  can  straighten  this  out. 

President  Sullivan  got  a  call  at  heme  that.  Lt,  Governor  O'Neil  was 
having  a  meeting  on  Energy  at  3:00  yesterday  afternoon  in  the  State 
House  and  that  he  should  get  in  touch  with  O'Neill's  office.  After 
calling  he  found  out  that  abotit  a  dozen  people  were  being  called 
together  and  one  of  them  was  Walter  Ryan,  Chairman  of  our  Energy  and 
Transportation  Committee.   Pres,  Sull5.van  told  O'Neill's  office  that 
it  wouldn't  be  necessary  for  him  to  attend  as  Waiter  Ryan  was  our 
representative  and  would  act  on  behalf  of  the  Council. 

President  Sullivan  intends  to  ask  Walter  Ryan  to  appear  before  the 
Council  ard  inform  us  of  what  is  going  on.  If  there  is  any  action 
before  that  Pres,  Sullivan  will  inform  the  Council. 

The  Governor  and  Lt .  Governor  are  disturbed  about  the  information  we 
got  Monday  as  well  as  the  State  of  the  Union  Message.   We  ourselves 
will  take  proper  action  with  Congress  and  the  Senate.   Pres.  Sullivan 
thinks  it  fitting  and  proper  that  we  send  a  letter  to  the  Congressmen 
and  Senators  regarding  our  thoughts  on  the  President's  proposed  plan 
for  the  rejuvenation  of  America. 

V.P.  0' Donne 11  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Executive 
Officers  be  authorised  to  take  proper  action  in  this  matter.   So  voted, 

V.P,  Sonsini  requested  that  the  letter  express  our  dissatisfaction  of 
the  President's  program  to  limit  the  increase  in  Social  Security  to  5% 
as  opposed  to  12%. 

V,P,  Cleary  asked  whether  or  not  the  Executive  Officers  had  met  with  the 
Governor, 

President  Sullivan  told  him  that  the  Executive  Officers  as  well  as 
Bill  Cashman,  John  Callahan  and  Bob  Segal  did  meet . with  the  Governor. 
The  Governor  discussed  a  judiciary  appointment  he  is  going  to  make*   He 
thinks  there  should  be  someone  from  organized  labor  on  the  judiciary 
committee  he  is  setting  up  and  wants  President  Sullivan  to  submit  names 
as  soon  as  possible.   Mental  Health  and  legislation  as  well  as  a  number 
of  other  matters  were  discussed, 

Pres.  Sullivan  told  the  Governor  he  would  like  to  meet  with  Fred  Salvucci 
and  the  Governor  told  him  to  call  him.   The  meeting  should  also  include 
Walter  Ryan,  Al  DiRienzo,  Harry  O'Donnell  and  Bill  Cleary, 

V.P.  Cleary  asked  whether  or  not  there  was  any  discussion  whatsoever 
on  construction  and  if  the  Governor  intends  to  retain  the  present 
Commissioner  of  Labor.   V.P,  Cleary  explained  that  this  is  of  prime 
importance  to  the  const ruction  trades  as  he  will  have  to  work  with 
the  Commissioner, 
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Pres.  Sullivan  advised  that  we  are  also  interested  as  we  have  three 
names  before  him  and  hope  that  he  will  choose  one  soon. 

Exec.  V.P.  Murray  said  that  there  was  mention  of  that  and  the  Governor 
indicated  that  Rocco  Alberto  was  not  going  to  receive  any  consideration. 

V.P.  Prendergast  mentioned  that  a  budget  meeting  was  held  to  which 
Bob  Rodwell  and  he  were  not  invited.   He  would  like  to  be  invited  to 
a  meeting  with  Fred  Salvucci • 

V.P,  Sonsini  stated  that  he  would  invite  Fred  Salvucci  to  our  March 
meeting. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the  President's  report  be 
accepted.   So  voted. 

Former  President  William  J,  Belanger  spoke  to  the  Council  about  the 
unemployment  problem,  including  illegal  aliens  working  in  the  United 
States.   Legislation  is  being  filed  by  Senators  Kennedy  and  Rcdino 
putting  a  penalty  on  employers  who  hire  these  people.   We  should  look 
at  this  legislation  and  push  it  because  the  Immigration  people  tell 
us  that  if  the  legislation  is  enforced  it  could  create  one  million 
jobs  for  the  American  unemployed. 

There  was  discussion  regarding  a  bill  calling  for  bi-weekly  payments 
of  unemployment  compensation.   Leg,  Dir,  Caahman  advised  that  there  is 
a  hearing  on  that  bill,  H.152  at  10:30  in  Room  436,  Commerce  &  Labor 
and  he  asked  what  position  the  Council  should  take. 

V.P.  Brunelle  made  a  motion  that  was  seconded  by  V.P,  Wall  that  the 
Leg.  Dir.  be  instructed  to  favor  the  bill  for  a  six  month  trial  basis. 
V.P.  Cardinal  voted  present  and  V.P,  Ferreira  questioned  the  vote. 
A  count  was  taken  and  the  final  vote  was  9-7  against  the  motion  and 
the  Leg.  Dir.  was  instructed  to  oppose  the  bill,

V.P.  Farnham  made  a  motion  that  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Council  go  along 
with  the  recommendation  of  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  to  hold  our  Convention  from 
November  3  -  November  7?  1975-  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  the  Cope  and  General  Fund  financial  reports. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Financial  Reports.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  attended  meetings  in  Washington  &  New  York  at  which 
meetings  the  problem  of  unemployment  was  discussed.  After  a  discussion  with 
Danny  Murray,  John  Callahan  and  Bill  Cashman  and  some  others  in  the  office 
it  was  decided  to  set  up  a  meeting,  the  themaof  which  is  "Help  put  Massachusetts 
Back  to  Work".  The  meeting  will  be  held  in  Stanbro  Hall,  Statler  Hilton  Hotel 
on  March  21,  1975  at  10s 00  A.M.  The  Governor  and  Congressman  O'Neill  have  been 
invited.  A  mailing  will  be  sent  to  all  affiliates  .'.asking  them  to  get  people 
in  to  the  meeting.  We  are  going  to  try  to  see  what  we  can  do  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  men  and  women  of  this  State. 

V.P.  Cardinal  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Secretary-Treasurer's 
report  be  accepted.  So  voted. 

COPE  REPORT 

The  program  has  been  finalized  for  the  Gompers-Murray  Educational  Institute, 
April  2I4-25,  1975  at  the  Highpoint  Motor  Inn.  Again— the  cost  is  S50.00  per 
conferee  and  this  includes  meals,  lodging,  social  hour  and  banquet. 

THE  COMMITTEE  REQUESTS  YOUR  COOPERATION  IN  HELPING  TO  MAKE  THIS  A  SUCCESSFUL 
CONFERENCE.  FRANKLY,  MORE  CONFEREES  ARE  NEEDED. 
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Cope  Dir.  Callahan  met  with  National  COPE  officers  on  February  6th  and  gave 
them  a  report  on  legislation  relating  to  political  activities  in  Massachusetts, 
registration,  political  contributions ,  etc. 

Referendum  No.  5  passed  on  November  5th  affected  many  sections  of  Chapter  55 
with  the  result  that  at  the  present  time  "no  transfers  from  one  political 
committee  to  another  or  candidates  or  combination  of  candidates  and  committees^ 
are  allowed."  Entire  subject  matter  being  studied  by  the  legislature  and  the 
Attorney  General.  Moratorium  for  the  present. 

I  have  been  in  regular  communication  with  the  office  of  Campaign  and  Political 
Finance  and  will  keep  the  Council  informed  of  future  developments. 

Many  of  the  bills  before  the  committee  on  election  deal  with  monetary 
restrictions  on  the  candidates  as  well  as  political  committees  including  COPE. 

The  Education  Committee  met  on  January  12,  1975 °     Subject  matter  discussed 
included!  Scholarship  Program  -  April'  9?  1975?  Gompers-Murray  Educational 
Institute  -  April  2^-25,  1975s  Harvard  Trade  Union  Interviews  -  April  7?  1975 
and  the  C.E.T.A.  Program. 

A  COPE  meeting  for  Central  Bodies  will  be  held  on  April  8-9  and  a  letter 
relating  thereto  will  be  forwarded  from  National  COPE.  It  is  not  intended  to 
have  a  plenary  session  this  year. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  added  that  the  number  of  tickets  sold  for  the  Gompers-Murray 
Institute  is  down  from  last  year  at  this  time.  He  asked  that  the  affiliates  do 
everything  possible  to  make  this  time  a  success. 

V.P.  Farnham  asked  about  tying  in  something  on  the  economy  into  the  Institute. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  explained   that  the  National  policy  was  that  we  demonstrate 
and  that  is  why  we  are  setting  up  our  meeting  on  March  21,  1975° 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  we  have  our  meeting  on  March  21st  and 
then  take  action  as  to  what  we  want  to  do.  So  voted. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Cope  report.  So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Leg.  Dir„  Cashman  told  the  Council  that  with  regard  to  the  "Right  to  Work"  bill 
we  sent  each  member  of  the  Commerce  &  Labor  Committee  a  copy  of  the  bill,  a 
covering  letter  and  some  brochures  regarding  the  same.  He  was  pleasantly 
surprised  that  each  member  at  the  Hearing  had  this  information  with  them.  We 
hope  to  continue  this  method.  He  spoke  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  and 
he  is  pretty  sure  that  the  bill  will  go  down.  Me   hope  it  is  overwhel mi ngly . 

The  Lock-out  bill  and  Offset  bill  were  heard  on  the  same  day.  He  thinks  we 
can  get  the  Lock-out  bill  passed  with  the  amendment.  We  also  hope  we  can  get 
a  favorable  report  on  the  Offset  bill. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  appeared  for  the  ladies  on  Senate  Bill  330  which  says  that 
women  should  receive  equal  disability  time  and  insurance  coverage  for  illness 
l&hile  working. 
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He  also  appeared  on  the  bill  regarding  illegal  aliens  and  it  should  get  a 
favorable  report. 

With  regard  to  the  bill  on  bi-weekljr  payment  of  unemployment,  if  a  vote  had 
been  taken  after  the  hearing  the  bill  would  have  gone  down.  They  do  not  want 
to  deny  weekly  payments  to  anyone  who  is  unemployed .  The  bill  was  amended  to 
give  the  Director  authority  to  open  on  Saturdays,  Sundays  and  Holidays.  The 
people  who  work  those  days  will  be  given  compensatory  time  off. 

He  appeared  for  the  Farmworkers^"   He  has  a  memorandum  which  was  prepared  by 
the  Counsel  for  the  Farmworkers  which  &3scribes  the  situation  on  housing,  work, 
pay  and  health.  The  Farmworkers  are  not  doing  good  in  this  State  and  the 
Committee  wants  to  help  them.  The  farm  organisations  are  trying  to  forestall 
this.  They  want  to  remove  the  right  to  strike.  The  lawyer  says  that  they 
have  the  right  to  strike  anyway.  If  we  can  convince  the  Committee  we  should 
get  a  favorable  report  on  this  bill. 

Prior  to  or  at  the  next  meeting  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  will  give  the  Vice  Presidents 
a  list  of  the  various  committees  in  the  Senate  &  House.  After  the  hearings 
are  over  and  we  start  monitoring  the  bills  we  will  have  to  rely  on  the 
Vice  Presidents  to  get  out  letters  and  phone  calls  to  members  of  these 
committees o 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  the  Legislative  Report  be  accepted. 
So  voted. 

There  was  a  moment  of  silence  for  Vice  President  Valentino's  wife. 

V.P.  O'Donnell  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Council  be 
notified  when  anyone  connected  with  the  Council  dies.  So  voted.

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REMARKS  OP  V.P.  CAMPOBASSO  AT  EXECUTIVE  BOAED  MEETING  OF  FEBRUARY  20,  Y?\$ 

Vice  President  Campobasso  told  the  Council  that  he  had  been  asked  by 
the  Vice  President  of  his  International  to  bring  a  matter  up  before 
the  Council  and  he  believes  it  should  properly  be  before  the  Council 
as  it  may  be  a  matter  of  jurisdiction.  Something  transpired  in  the 
Pall  River  area  where  the  Amalgamated  was  given  a  fast  shuffle. 

Local  177 »  Amalgamated  Clothing  Workers  Union  is  affiliated  with  the 
United  Labor  Council  of  Pall  River.  The  local  has  been  under  a 
trusteeship  of  the  International  for  better  than  a  year  and  while 
under  a  trusteeship  hasn't  had  any  right  to  function  in  any  matters 
pertaining  to  the  organization  even  to  the  degree  that  when  the 
National  Convention  was  held  last  October  the  only  local  that  did 
not  send  any  delegates  was  the  Pall  River  local. 

Charges  were  brought  there  against  local  officers  by  members  of 
that  local  and  were  heard  in  Pall  River  by  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  International.  The  committee  made  its  findingsand  they  were  given 
to  the  people  involved.  Those  who  cared  to  appeal  the  decision  were 
given  the  right  to  appeal  before  the  convention  last  October. 
Nevertheless  the  findings  of  the  committee  went  through  and  were 
upheld.  The  local  still  appears  under  trusteeship  and  certain 
members  were  suspended  from  all  union  activities  and  can't  hold 
office  for  two  years.  They  did  not  appeal.  The  local  has  now 
been  given  certain  rights  to  function  even  though  under  trusteeship 
and  the  trusteeship  will  be  lifted  shortly. 

The  Amalgamated,  Local  177 >  has  delegates  to  the  Central  Body  in 
Pall  River.  Being  under  trusteeship  for  more  than  a  year  no  one 
has  any  right  to  attend  any  function  or  perform  any  duties  on  behalf 
of  that  local.  One  argument  is  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Pall  River 
Labor  Council  was  never  informed  that  certain  people  or  the  delegates 
to  that  council  had  no  right  to  participate,  being  under  trusteeship 
and  not  members  in  good  standing.  Nevertheless  they  did  participate 
and  attend.  This  past  January  nominations  for  officers  were  held. 
It  was  brought  to  our  attention  that  the  old  delegates  attended  and 
some  were  nominated  for  certain  offices.  The  Trustee  gave  the  local 
the  right  to  once  again,  more  or  less,  function  normally  and  local 
officers  were  elected  a  few  weeks  ago. 

Three  or  four  weeks  ago  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Pall  River  local 
sent  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Pall  River  Council  a  letter  notifying  him 
that  elections  would  be  held  prior  to  the  February  meeting  of  the  Council 
whereby  delegates  to  the  Pall  River  Council  would  be  elected  to  be  seated 
at  the  February  meeting.   On  February  10th  the  local  did  have  elections 
and  l£,  as  provided  for  under  the  Constitution,  were  elected  to  be  sent 
as  delegates.  On  February  11th  the  Secretary  of  Local  177  sent  a  copy 
of  the  delegates  to  be  seated  at  the  February  meeting  of  the  Fall  River 
Council.  The  Secretary  of  the  Fall  River  Council  received  the  letter 
prior  to  the  meeting  on  February  13th.  He  received  it  the  day  prior 
to  the  day  of  the  regular  meeting. 
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The  Constitution  calls  for  nominations  in  the  month  of  January  and 
elections  in  February.  The  local  did  not  participate  in  the  nomination 
of  officers  in  January,  being  under  trusteeship,  and  none  of  the  local's 
people  had  any  right  to  participate  as  representatives  of  the  local. 
A  member  of  the  Fall  River  local  was  nominated,  in  fact  two  were  nominated 
in  the  month  of  January,  presumably  serving  as  delegates  from  Local  177  • 

The  meeting  on  February  13th  was  scheduled  and  on  February  13th  one  meeting 
was  held  at  7s 30  which  lasted  until  8:30  whereby  elections  were  held. 
Elections  were  held,  officers  elected  and  two  officers  elected  were 
delegates  from  Local  177  ACWA.  At  8:30  the  regular  meeting  was  opened 
and  the  Secretary  read  out  the  communication  sent  by  Local  177  to  the 
effect  that  on  February  10th  the  election  of  delegates  was  held  and 
a  list  of  the  delegates  was  attached  to  the  letter.  On  that  list 
instead  of  1$   names  16  names  appeared.  The  Secretary  was  tipped  off 
that  the  Business  Agent  whose  name  appeared  on  the  list  was  not  elected 
as  a  delegate  and  should  not  be  seated  and,  therefore,  the  Council  did  so 
state  that  the  l£  people  duly  elected  should  be  seated  as  delegates 
representing  Amalgamated. The  Business  Agent  agreed.  l£  people  were 
seated  which  is  the  number  alloted  to  the  Amalgamated.  Being  informed 
that  the  meeting  was  held  and  local  officers  were  elected  now  new 
delegates  are  to  be  seated  and  the  Amalgamated  delegates  were  seated. 
This  is  contrary  to  the  Constitution  even  of  the  United  Labor  Council. 
Number  one,  the  order  of  business  of  that  Council  is  that  it  should 
be  a  roll  call,  a  receipt  of  credentials,  and  seating  of  delegates. 

One  of  the  people  elected  as  an  officer  is  not  a  delegate  of  Local  177 • 
16  names  were  submitted.  The  Secretary  said  that  they  could  only  have 
15.  The  Business  Agent  was  not  elected.  This  local  union  is  represented 
by  16,  one  of  which  is  not  a  duly  elected  delegate  by  the  local.  Under 
their  constitution  it  states  that  only  members  of  good  standing  shall  be 
seated  as  delegates.  His  organization  is  very  upset  about  this. 

V.P.  Campobasso  believes  we  have  jurisdiction  in  this  Council  over  whether 
a  local  union  or  international  union  can  play  in  such  a  manner  where  it 
will  be  detrimental  to  another  international  or  a  central  labor  council. 
Under  our  Constitution  we  do  have  a  right  to  intercede  if  a  central  labor 
body  conducts  itself  in  a  manner  that  is  detrimental  -  page  17,  Section  (b). 
V.P.  Campobasso  said  that  they  conducted  themselves  contrary  to  the  best 
interest  of  this  Council.  They  acted  contrary  to  their  constitution  which 
provides  that  a  delegate  must  be  in  good  standing.  They  say  there  should 
only  be  15>  people  and  now  there  are  16  representatives,  one  of  which  is 
not  a  duly  elected  delegate.  His  union  is  very  much  put  out  about  this 
and  is  not  going  to  stand  for  it. 

He  asked  the  Council  to  appoint  a  Committee  to  see  whether  the  election 
that  was  held  in  Fall  River  was  conducted  in  a  manner  that  is  consistent 
with  the  requirement  of  its  constitution  and  the  constitution  of  our  body 
here  to  which  they  are  affiliated 

If  the  Council  wants  the  charges  in  writing  it  will  delay  it  until  the 
next  meeting  of  this  Council.  Lawyers  are  prepared  to  give  written  charges 
if  need  be. 


>♦  - 
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They  did  not  have  any  right  to  elect  a  person  under  suspension  for  a 
two  year  period  and  this  was  common  knowledge  within  this  Council. 
Nevertheless  the  name  was  allowed  to  go  on  the  ballot  and  was  elected  at 
the  first  meeting.  You  don't  hold  a  first  meeting  and  then -open  up 
for  regular  "business. 

He  asked  the  Council  to  investigate.  If  you  feel  we  are  wrong  then 
tell  us  we  are  wrong.  If  you  feel  our  union  is  right  then  let  the 
committee  decide  what  course  of  action  to  take.  He  doesn't  believe 
the  results  of  the  election  will  be  any  different  except  for  the 
person  who  was  not  a  duly  elected  delegate.  He  asked  that  we  appoint 
a  committee  to  investigate  the  election  held  on  February  13th.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Sullivan  read  a  letter  from  Council  Ip.,  Boston  District  Council  h&   and 
Local  78O  of  AFSC  &  ME  and  Service  Employees  Local  509  and  285  asking  that 
we  support  H.  Bill  #5M|1,  the  cost  of  living  increase  for  State  employees. 
He  talked  to  Paul  Quirk  of  Local  509  and  told  him  he  would  take  it  up  before 
the  Council  today. 

V.P.  Stefani  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  by  V.P.  Campobasso  that  the 
Officers  of  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  appear  at  the  hearing  on  H. 514*1 
and  register  the  Council  in  favor. 

V.P.  Farnham  asked  what  the  bill  really  does.  He  moved  that  we  table  it 
until  we  find  out  what  it  will  do. 

President  Sullivan  said  that  if  he  would  wait  an  hour  he  had  asked  somebody 
to  come  to  the  meeting  and  explain  it. 

V.P.  Ferreira  read  a  Resolution  presented  by  V.P.  Drew  and  himself  at  a 
meeting  with  Council  ip.  and  Council  l&  held  on  March  7th.  It  covered  a 
three  step  program  as  follows  and  he  asked  that  we  endorse  it. 

1.  Legislative  leaders  will  be  called  on  to  schedule  immediate  public 
hearing  on  the  question  of  the  cost  of  living  increase. 

2.  Following  a  public  hearing  or  at  an  hour  and  date  to  be  announced  soon, 
the  unions*  ij.0,000  membership  across  the  State  will  stage  a  one  hour  no 
work  period.  The  idea  is  to  underscore  the  unity  of  all  public  employees 
behind  state  employees. 
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3.  By  no  later  than  April  19th,  the  2C0th  Anniversary  of  Paul  Revere 's 
ride,  Council  Ul1 s  officers  are  authorized  to  call  a  strike  against 
the  State  if  State  employees'  pay  grievances  are  not  resolved  by  that 
date. 

President  Sullivan  asked  that  this  be  tabled  for  an  hour.  So  moved. 

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  read  the  Cope  and  General  Fund  financial  reports. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Financial  reports.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  advised  the  Council  that  the  Governor  i/ould  address  our 
"Jobs  for  Massachusetts"  meeting  tomorrow  and  would  answer  questions.  Congress 
is  in  session  and  Congressman  Tip  O'Neill  will  not  be  able  to  attend. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report. 

President  Sullivan  told  the  Council  that  there  is  a  bill  out  to  stop  State 
inspection  of  meat  and  poultry  and  leaving  it  to  the  Bureau  of  Consumer  Products 
Protections.  Pres.  Sullivan  advised  against  this. 

Motion  duly  made  and  seconded  to  oppose  this  legislation.  So  voted. 

Pres.  Sullivan  advised  the  Council  that  John  Barron  was  attending  a  hearing 
with  regard  to  the  installation  of  computerized  checkout  stands.  Scanners 
would  do  the  work  of  pricing  merchandise  and  this  would  eliminate  many  jobs. 
He  thinks  we  should  go  on  record  as  opposed. 

V.P.  O'Donnell  added  that  if  computers  were  installed  the  price  of  the  product 
eould  increase  from  the  time  you  took  it  off  the  shelf  and  the  time  you  got 
to  the  checkout.  In  other  words,  you  Dight  not  have  enough  money  to  pay  for 
the  merchandise. 

A  letter  was  received  from  President  Meany  urging  that  we  strongly  support 
legislation  to  require  that  every  consumer  product  have  the  price  clearly 
marked  on  it. 

Motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded  that  we  go  on  record  as  opposing  the 
installation  of  computerized  checkouts  and  that  we  support  the  recommendation 
of  President  Meany. 

Paul  Quirk  of  Local  509?  Service  Employee  arrived  and  explained  House  Bill  $\\)\\ 
to  the  Council. 

V.P.  Buffum  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  we  comply  with  the 
request  of  Council  ljl,  Boston  District  Council  US   and  Local  780  of  AFSC  &  ME 
and  Service  Employees  Local  509  and  285  to  support  House  Bill  514*1  and  that 
we  send  a  statement  to  the  press  regarding  our  support.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Stefani  made  a  motion  that  V.P.  Ferreira  and  V.P.  Drew's  resolution  be 
reworded  regarding  the  strike  and  that  we  go  on  record  as  supporting  the 
action  of  the  State  employees  if  they  strike  and  that  we  give  them  a  unanimous 
'vote  of  confidence.  The  Motion  was  seconded  and  so  voted. 

V.P»  bsborn,  Chairman  of  %he  Council's  Committee  on  Alcoholism  told  the  Council 
that  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  on  Alcoholism  a  motion  was  put  forth 
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on  the  floor  expressing  their  disappointment  with  the  support  of  the 
Mass.  State  Labor  Council  in  promoting  efforts  of  the  committee.  The  reason 
was  that  there  was  no  mailing  by  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council  although  the 
Chairman  made  a  request  in  late  February  for  a  mailing  regarding  a  meeting 
in  early  March.  The  reason  the  request  was  turned  down  was  because  of  the 
March  21st  "Jobs  for  Massachusetts"  meeting.  V.P.  Osborn  did  not  think  that 
one  communication  would  take  away  from  the  other.  The  people  that  attend  his 
meetings  are  not  the  same  as  would  attend  a  legislative  meeting. 

He  also  advised  the  Council  that  there  would  be  a  state-wide  symposium  on 
May  20th  at  the  University  of  Mass.,  Boston.  Informational  pamphlets  will 
be  distributed  and  a  booth  will  be  set  up. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  it  was  hard  to  call  a  state-wide  meeting 
one  on  top  of  another.  His  experience  is  that  the  people  do  not  attend  these 
meetings.  One  will  conflict  with  the  other.  Our  March  21st  meeting  was  so 
important  that  he  felt  we  should  wait  until  we  had  the  meeting  on  March  21st 
and  then  go  on  with  the  other  meeting. 

Y.P.  Osborn  said  that  his  meeting  was  on  March  1+th,  at  least  a  3  week  span 
between  meetings.  When  he  brought  this  information  before  the  Committee  on 
Alcoholism  it  was  the  Committee  who  unanimously  put  the  motion  on  the  floor 
that  we  express  our  disappointment. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Alcoholism  will  be  on  April  1st. 

V.P.  Buffum  noted  that  we  have  a  newspaper  that  goes  out  and  we  should  use  it 
to  make  reference  to  these  meetings.  We  would  save  money  on  stamps  if  each 
committee  would  take  it  upon  themselves  to  call  in  and  say  they  are  going  to 
have  a  meeting  on  a  certain  day  and  in  a  certain  place.  It  could  be  put  on 
the  back  page  of  the  newspaper  and  it  would  show  that  the  committee  is  active. 

V.P.  Buffum  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  by 'V.P.  O'Donnell  that  this 
practice  be  utilized.  So  voted. 

V.P.  Prendergast  said  that  there  was  a  bill  to  take  out  the  dependency  clause 
in  Workmen's  Compensation  and  give  us  percentages.  There  was  a  meeting  of  the 
legislature  and  he  and  Bill  Cashman  appeared.  We  have  many  bills  in  Workmen's 
Compensation  but  the  most  important  bill  is  whether  we  change  to  the  percentages 
from  our  present  method.  The  dependency  benefit  hasn't  changed  in  twenty  years, 

V.P.  Prendergast  would  like  to  have  this  Council  and  Larry,  Locke,  Bernard 
Cohen  as  well  as  someone  from  National  headquarters  discuss  this  bill  and 
tell  him  if  we  should  support  the  percentage  benefit  or  go  along  with  our 
present  method.  He  is  going  to  meet  \d.th  the  Executive  Officers  on  Tuesday 
to  discuss  the  Workmen's  Compensation  bills. 

COPE  REPORT 

Cope  Bir.  Callahan  told  the  Council  that  as  of  March  19 ,  1975  17U  conferees 
have  made  reservations  for  the  Labor  Institute.  We  are  looking  forward  to 
approximately  25>0- 300.

He  thinks  that  you  should  be  able  to  start  the  preliminary  work  at  the  same 
time  the  study  is  being  made  and  asked  for  labor's  support. 

V.P.  Farnham  made  a  motion  which  was  seconded  by  V.P.  Cleary  that  we  support 
this  particular  request  and  support  his  efforts  lOC^o.  This  motion  was 
unanimously  passed. 

V.P.  Osborn  brought  up  the  fact  that  environmentalists  were  proposing  a  plan  to 
cut  25%  of  the  parking  spaces  in  Massachusetts  which  would  hurt  industry.  He  made 
a  motion  which  was  seconded  by  V.P.  Cardinal  that  the  Mass.  State  Labor  Council 
be  recorded  against  this  proposal.  So  voted.

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LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 


There  has  been  a  statement  printed  in  the  Daily  List  of 
Committee  hearings  which  reads  as  follows:  "Petition 
having  been  considered  by  the  committee  at  a  previous 
session  no  oral  arguments  will  be  heard.  Interested 
parties  may  file  written  statements." 

This  is  not  exactly  a  new  idea  in  Beacon  Hill  procedure. 
It  is  more  of  a  variation  or  modification  of  an  old 

theme . 

On  new  bills,  of  course,  the  committee  considers  both 
oral  and  written  testimony. 

In  view  of  the  huge  workload  for  committees,  the  pressure 
of  time  and  the  fact  that  so  many  of  the  pending  bills 
are  perennial  petitions,  the  limitation  on  oral  testimony 
has  rriariy  supporters. 

I  believe  to  forbid  oral,  arguments  in  the  first  year  of 
a  texm  denies  to  the  freshmen  larwmakers  the  opportunity 
to  hear  all  sides  of  an  issue. 

A  reasonable  solution  to  the  situation  was  a  proposal  by 
some  House  and  Senate  clerks,  backed  by  some  legislators, 
that  bills  be  filed  only  once  during  the  two  year  terms, 
and  that  the  hearing  deadline  by  abolished  or  extended. 
An  emergency  or  contingency  clause  could  permit 
reconsideration. 

Many  variations  of  the  proposal  are  possible  and  all 
of  them  should  be  examined  as  any  one  of  them  would  be 
an  improvement  over  the  "gag"  rule  currently  being 
applied. 

If  personally,  do  not  think  citizens  should  be  deprived 
of  the  opportunity  to  orally  testify  on  a  bill  simply 
because  testimony  was  recorded  on  it  a  year  ago. 

Streamlining  procedures  is  a  worthy  goal  whether  sought 
in  the  public  sector  or  in  the  private  sector  but  in  both 
cases  it  must  be  matched  with  enough  flexibility  to  insure 
maximum  responsiveness.
